The Council, on Councilmember Shipman's motion, Mayor Pro Tern
Trevino's second, closed the public hearing, waived the requirement for
three readings and finally passed an ordinance amending the Water and
Wastewater Utility Service Area Ordinance No. 810820-B to include areas
served by the Brushy Creek Regional Wastewater System. (5-0 Vote,
Councllmembers Urdy and Nofziger out of the room)
